Tlio Queer End of a Snillfo Fight. 


One of the mobt exciting contests over 


witnessed occurred at the depot of the 
Georgia Midland railroad. 


The contest was between Ernest Low- 


ei's pet king snake and a little green 
snake known as a. "garter." The snakes 
were about of equal size and length, and 
it was hard to tell for half an hour who 
would prove tho victor in tho contest. 


After racing around the cage for some 


time the king snake caught the green 
ono about six inches from the head, slip- 
ping himself around his adversary and 
getting his mouth closer and closer to 
its head. The green snake the while 
kept its mouth wide open as if in an, ef- 
fort to get its head too large to go into 
the king snake's mouth and thereby 
thwart its effort to swallow him. 
This 


effect proved ftttilo, for soon the head 
and'about six inches of the green snake 
were in the stomach of the king, At 
this point of tho game another and more 
stubborn contest took place. 


In the cage are two wires—ono run- 


ning perpendicular and the other hori- 
zontal. Twisting itself around tho per- 
pendicular wire, the green snake tied 
itself into various hard knots. Mounting 
the horizontal bar, or wire, the king be- 
gan, the work of unfastening the coils of 
the other by continued pulling and swal- 
lowing. 


When tho feat was accomplished, with 


tho exception of about n half foot of the 
t. il, it locked like the king snake would 
be defeated,^.it witli some maneuvering 
the tail was untied, and the job of swal- 
lowing was conmleted. 


After finishing the task the king snake 


looked wonderfully pleased, and raced 
around eying tho spectators for some 
minute?.—Uor, Atlanta Constitution.

Tho Gold Jiug Press Does Not Waut It 


Discussed 
l>y Hie People—Senator 


Stewart Define* tlie Question to be 
Solved—Facts for the People. 


WASHINGTON, July 12,1891. 


JonrnaVs Special Washington Correspondent. 


It is evident from the editorials daily ap- 


pearing in one or the other of the leading 
journals of New York on the monetary sit- 
uation since that question began to be dis- 
cussed in the columns of the Telegraui 
that the press of that city is doing all it 
possibly can to stem the tide of public 
opinion in favor of silver and to ridicule 
the idea of making the free coinage of that 
raetal a leading issue in the campaign of 
1892. These vain attempts to dislodge the 
farmers and the miners from the strong po- 
sition assumed by them only energize their 
advocates to follow the Anglo-Saxon policy 
of persistently hitting tbe same nail on the 
aead until the object in view is gained. 
These simulated attacks, however, are cal- 
culated to belittle the cause of the bimetal- 
istsand strengthen that of the monomet- 
aliats, and it is meet that they should be 
returned in kind. 


On noticing such an editorial as above 


alluded to in tha World, Senator Stewart 
made the following reply in the Telegram:

Tribune to dictate issues for the people is 
significant. The fact that the entire met- 
ropolitan press, 
Democratic, Mugwump 


and Republican, insists that the money 
question, shall not be discussed before tbe 
people, indicated fear of publicity of the 
doings of the gold trust. 
These journals 


voioe^ the sentiments oE the brokers and 
bankers of New York who invest and col- 
lect on foreign aacount. European hold- 
ers of ssveral thousand millions of Ameri- 
can securities naturally desire contraction 
and dear money. Tbe brokers and bank- 
ers who represent them are more anxiotts 
to please their clients and employers than 
to benpfU the American people. It ia but 
natural taat their organs in the commercial 
metropolis should desire to avoid discus- 
sion of the money question by the people, 


Why should both the Republican and 


Democratic organs insist that the tariff, the 
billion appropriation of the last Congress 
and the Force bill should be the only Issues? 
The Republicans pretend to be satisfied 
with tariff. 
Why desire its agitation? Why 


not let it rest? The Democrats have been 
benten in every great contest over the 
tariff. 
Why should they be anxious to 


continue the controversy ? 
The war is 


over. We are now enjoying the fruits of 
the union. Why fight reconatinotion over 
again? 
The appropriations of the lost 


Congress have already been maclo and 
largely expended. All that can be done 
with them, if they were excessive, ia to be 
more economical in the future. This both 
parties are equally ready to promise. 


PEBTINENT QUESTIONS, 


What do all these questions amount to if 


the people hove no money? What differ- 
ence does it make whether prices are high 
or low if the mass of the people cannot bny 
at any price? The people can stand high 
tariffs or low tariffs, extravagance or econ- 


omy, 
or almost any mal-administration, 


provided they have money. No civil gov- 
ernment has been able to withstand the 
loss of its circulating medium. 


The organs of the Gold Trust appreciate 


the uprising of the masses. They see the 
handwriting on tie wall. 
They have be- 


come desperate, and resort to the most ex- 
travagant language. For example, I find 
in the editorial column of the World of July 
7, the following: 


To give prominence to the coinage ques- 


tion in the coming campaign is to do the 
bidding ol the most selfish of all free coin- 
age advocates—the nnnu owners. 


Why ore the mine owners the moat sel- 


fish of all free coinage advocates? Have 
not the farmers Buffered as much as the 
mine owners? Has not cheap silver for 
Russia, India aud other silver standard 
countries developed the prodxiotion of farm 
products among our rivals in the Enropein 
market, to the ruin of the American fmnm? 
Have not the gold standard and contraction 
reduced the price of farm land and farm 
products fully one-half for the benefit of 
foreign investors in American securities? 
Why do the agents of foreign inventors de- 
nounce the mine owners as selfish? 
Who 


are the gold and silver mine owners of the 
West ? Are they not the pioneers who de- 
veloped that country by energy, persever- 
ance and privation, the parallel of which 
does not exist? Have they not, on on 
average, expended in labor and supplies 
more than two dollars for every dollar pro- 
duced? Have they not suffered a discount 
of more than a hundred million dollars on 
the silver they mined? Have they not been 
compelled to abandon their mines and thoir 
homes? Has not the Gold Trust retarded 
the development of and robbed the mining 
region? 


6ILVEB A.8 MONEY. 


Silver had been used as money for thou- 


sands of years. It wa 8 the money nf the 
Constitution. Had the miners not a right 
to assume that it would continue to be 
used as money? Are they selfish because 
they have been robbed? Do the bondhold- 
ers deny to them the right to protest against 
fraud and robbery? 


The arrogant language of the representa- 


tives of aooumulated capital is not pleas- 
ant to the farmer whose mortgage has been 
doubled by contraction, to the agriculturist 
who has no market for his products, and 
to the mine owner who has lost his invest- 
ment by reason of fraudulent and clandes- 
tine legislation. If farming and mining are 
destroyed in this country by contraction, 
stagnation and hard times, how will the 
people of the United States pay the six or 
seven thousand millions they owe to tor-

of money, how will foreign bondholders 
get their pay? The competition of silw 
standard countries has already driven the 
people of this country from a foreign mar- 
ket for nearly everything except cotton and 
petroleum. How long to««e staples will 
have a foreign market witlio'i* more money 
to aid in their pioJuotion is a serious prob- 


lem. 


ABIlOGANCe OF OOLLECTOBS.

Why should there not be a Farmers' Al- 


liance? Why Bhonld the great producing 
class submit to legislation, discriminating 
against their interest, upon which Wall 
Street insists? Tho price of wheat, cotton 
and all the great staples which are exported 
is determine! by the foreign market. The 
price of farm products in the foreign mar- 
ket is controlled by Kussia, India aud other 
silver standard countries. These countries 
produce with money which is cheap in 
Europe, but at par at home. The United 
States produces with dear money and sells 
in competition with Asiatics. Free traders 
and high tariff advocates alike insist that 
the farmers of this country shall compete 
with Asiatics, and that tbe Asiatics shall 
have the advantage of an abundant circu- 
lating medium at home, while tho pro- 
ducers of this country must use the dearest 
possible money.

experiments In Growing Sponge*. 


It was rumored in the sponge trade on 


Saturday that a company had been 
iormed \vith $100,000 capital to nnder- 
:ako experiments at sponge- growing "on 
the ocean shore of Long Island,, opposite 
the Shinnecock hills. The story caused 
considerable amusement among practical 
men in the business. 


"It •will be a waste of time and money," 


one of them said, "to try to grow sponge 
in northern waters. Sponges vrill not 
grow in a cold climate. We have a grade 


sponges known in the trade as Long 


Island gross sponges. They are of a 
ihenp quality, and do not como from our 
Long Island across the river. They are 
from the south." 


Several attempts have been made to 


grow sponges in this section during the 
past teu years. ' 'A firm in Cedar street 
wore interested in a sponge raising 
scheme down at Patchoguo five years 
ago," n dealer said. "They started in, 
if lay memory serves mo right, by mak- 
ing an artificial bottom of coral, prac- 
tically the same substance on which the 
sponge grows in the Mediterranean. 
Then a vessel load of sponges was sunk 
on the coral bed. After a time several 
sponge lishsrs of wide experience were 
sent out to tho bed to gather tho first 
crop. 
They found the seed sponges 


rotted and there was not the slightest 
evidence of u, new crop. Another effort 
to grow sponges was subsequently made 
down the New Jersey shore, and, like 
the Long Island experiments, nothing 
came of it."—New York Sun.
